Harry Milton Vincent of Cal¬ 
gary, and formerly of Coleman, 
died in Calgary on July 9, 1966.

The lower end of Allison Creek 
has diverted itself info several 
smaller channels and the Associa¬ 
tion are going to dredge out the 
main channel of the stream and re¬ 
vert the stream back to its or¬ 
iginal channel. 

The Association had also request¬ 
ed ipermission from the Water Re¬ 
sources Department to dam up a 
stream in the vicinity of Cole¬ 
man and build a dam for fish 
stocking. A picnic site would also 
be built and established near the 
damisite. This area would foe simi¬ 
lar to the Allison Creek project, 
undertaken by the Association sev¬ 
eral years ago. 

The correspondence from the de¬ 
partment suggested that as soon as 
the Association find a suitable site 
for this project that they notify 
Edmonton, who will send a repre¬ 
sentative of the Water Resources 
Branch to Coleman to look over 
the site, and if approved, to aid 
the Fish and Game in any way 
possible to complete the project. 

A committee from the Associa¬ 
tion is presently looking over sev¬ 
eral sites in the near vicinity. 


A 98toot-high Douglas xA^row- 
ing in the Porcupine Hills)>®4^p*J 
lieved to be the oldest tree'wfc 
the largest tree in the province of 
Alberta, was cut on July 9. 

The tree was cut by the Crows 
Nest Pass Forestry Department of 
Blairmore, who wanted cross sec¬ 
tions of the tree to be sent to the 
Forestry School at Hinton for dis¬ 
play purposes. The tree was also 
beginning to die. 

The forest giant when cut meas¬ 
ured 96 feet long plus a three-foot 
stump, circumference of 23.5 feet 
on the stump where it was cut and 
the diameter of the stump measur¬ 
ed seven feet. 

Garry Bielert, a Forester from 
Blairmore, counted the rings and 
determined the age of the tree, 
which is estimated to be over 400 
years. 

The cutting operation took exact¬ 
ly one hour’s time and was done

Conflict Of Interest 

The interest of the man who produces is 
opposite to that of the man who consumes. 
One wishes to sell high, the other to buy low. 
Thus their interests are poles opart and can¬ 
not be reconciled. 

Society gains from this difference. Pro¬ 
ducers vie with each other to meet the require¬ 
ments of the consumer - and we are all con¬ 
sumers a large part of the time. 

It seems to me that some members of the 
co-operative movement go wrong When they 
are blind to this fact of life. They promote 
the idea of o Ministry of Co-operatives to ad¬ 
vance the cause of both consumer co-ops and 
producer co-ops as if they were not in conflict. 

Another anomaly is the claim by some 
producer co-operatives, that they provide 
"Service at cost". At whose cost? I believe 
farmers, in particular, must wonder at this 
service-at-cost claim. Certainly it is hard to 
visualize o society in which everyone sells to 
the farmer at cost while he, as a producer, 
hopes to continue to sell at a profit. Inasmuch 
as consumers vastly exceed farmers in num¬ 
ber, it is clear that they soon would be de¬ 
manding "produce at cost", and the farmers 
would go down the drain with all others who 
practice service for profit. 

It is often highly unpopular to say any¬ 
thing that could be construed as criticism of 
the co-operotive movement. The co-opera¬ 
tive principle has great merit. Yet when those 
who espouse the present set-up of producer 
and consumer cg-ops go overboard, someone 
needs to throw some light on where their ar¬ 
guments could lead us. 

The co-operative business is big business 
today and growing by leaps and bounds. All 
co-operotives, producers and consumer alike, 
are allowed special tax privileges. 

And through a system of crediting divi¬ 
dends to members but retaining them for fur¬ 
ther development, the co-ops as an average 
pay six per cent corporation tax against 52 
per cent paid by firms they compete against. 
It is easy to see where profit-motivated busi¬ 
ness will get off at in the next 40 or 50 years. 
Where will the taxes come from then? I be¬ 
lieve there are many people in the co-opera¬ 
tive movement itself who feel that they should 
be carrying a fairer share of the cost of run¬ 
ning the country. 


Don't Forget How It Was Done! 

A famous golfer used to tell amateurs 
their fault lay in remembering their bod shots 
instead of concentrating on the good ones, 
and how they were achieved. A famous writ¬ 
er advised amateurs on how to invoke the 
mood of success which led to each saleable 
piece of writing. Now the chairman of the 
board of o great oil company has come up 
with a similar bit of advice for our Canadian 
society os a whole. 

Mr. C. D Shepard, of BA Oil, told a lunch¬ 
eon meeting in Brandon the other day, that 
"we are all in our respective busy lives opt to 
forget why and how this country grew great 
and why we hove a great future. We are aDt 
to concentrate on the imperfections we see 
around us and to forget that other forms of 
government which are not favorobly disposed 
toward private enterprise have even more im¬ 
perfections " 

He pointed out that Canada is the sec¬ 
ond richest nation in the world; we rank sec¬ 
ond in ratio of cars and television sets to pop¬ 
ulation, to name only two items. We are out¬ 
ranked by the U S A - a country that also 
favors private enterprise.
